he rented the house. 

Inspector Brown then gave evi- 
dence. He said he seized a big 
paper, two 
sheets of similar paper, each con- 
taining 28 half-finished ten cent 
notes of the French bank, six 
genuine ten cent notes of the bank, 
five photos of the first defendant, 
(the printer,} a one Piastre note, 
cne genuine Kwangsi banknote and 
six good $1 banknotes of the 
Shanghai Bank.: He also feund 
two slabs of stone with the im 
prints cf ten cent notes of the Ban- 
que De LInd>Chine, There were 
three different imprints on each of 
them.

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JURISDICTION OF TREATY PORT

METAL*FREIGHTS. 

According to the Jiyi, news bas 
artived in certain quarters of 
Osaka to the effect that the Far, 
Eastern Shipping Conference in 
London has reduced tha freight 
rates On steel. coppar, and pig-iron, 
from Britain to Japan to 40s. 
The Jiji states that Britain has 
adopted this measura by way af 
competing with Garman iron, by 
which British iron has been 
undersold, and, will now be able 
to turn the tables on the German 
goods. Further, she bas’ been 
considering plans for extending 
her general tade influence 
abroad. It is not yet known, 
however, whether the rates on 
galvanised iron will be reduced. 

NITRE FREIGHTS. 
-Taking advantage of a con- 
siderable demand having arisen 
for ships to carry Chilean nitre, 
the Toyo Kisen Kaishs is con- 
sidering an increase in the freight 
rate (at present ¥17 per ton) by 
¥4 to Y5 and is said to have 
alresdy addressed an application - 
tothe same effect to ths Govern- | 
mont, the new rate being applic- 
able to the Anyo-maru scheduled 
to return to Japan in December. 
Tn addition to 4,500 to 4.600 ‘tons 
to be carried by the Choyo-maru 
in October, 6,000 to 7,000 tons 
will be transported by the Ginyo-' 
mara in Noverber. Importers 
are anxious to obtain bottoms 
before the increase of the freight 
rate is decided upon. 


. N.Y EK. PLANS. 

News has been received that the 
Nippon Fnsen Kaishs is shortly 
to have two fast passenger vessels, 
of 5,500 tons gross each which 
are being built in England, placed 
on its services between Shanghai 
and Japan ports. The N. Y.K.is 
already operating seven steamers 
oo its Yukohama-Shanghai lina 
(weekly) and Osaka-Kobe-Shang-, 
hai line (twice a week) but has 
for along time been planning to 
inaugurate a fast service between 
this port and Japan, thereby 
facilitating connexions between 
China and Japao. Each steamer 
will carry 360 passengérs. end: 
bave two classes, first and third. 
They will be able to develop more 
than 18-L2 koots an hour, so that 
the trip between Shanghai and 
Nagasaki, which now requires 36 
hours, can be completed in about 
26 hours.
